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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of tlie appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Majima 
(WO 01/092417 as evidenced by US 6780482, which is used as an Equivalent English 
document). 

This rejection is as set forth In the action dated 1 1/28/06. 
Remarks: 

Applicant argues Majima does not disclose the half value property of Claim 1. 
Applicant further argues that though Majima discloses the method of mixing each resin 
In separate extruders before mixing the two resins together, the half value property also 
depends on other factors such as L/D, compression ration and the L/D of compression 
part and these features are not taught by Majima. Applicant argues Example 13 of 
Majima discloses the proper temperature however said Example does not disclose the 
proper extruder. 

Examiner disagrees. That Majima does not disclose the half value property is 
moot. Applicants have shown the extruder process to be critical to the half value 
property. Majima meets the process and the compositional requirements and thusly the 
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half value property must be inherent. Examiner requests data to the contrary. 
Applicants arguments drawn to the criticality of the L/D, compression ration and the L/D 
of the compression ratio are moot because Applicants have not shown how said ratios 
affect the half value property. Applicant has not disclosed any Examples in Applicants 
Specification to back up said argument. Examiner notes that while Examples 1 and 3 
have different compression ratios, the resin temperature is different. As such the 
Examiner cannot determine the affect the compression ratio has on the half value. 
Even if the temperature was the same, the Examiner has no way of knowing what the 
critical range is of said ratios. Finally, Applicants arguments drawn to Example 13 are 
moot. The extruders are disclosed in the specification of Majima. as previously set 
forth. The Examples can not be used to limit the specification. The rejection was not 
based over the extruder of Example 13. The rejection thusly stands. 

Conclusion
